NEW FEATURES/CHANGES 

System Software Disk 4.8 provides kernel support for the high-speed 
TMA (Two-MegaHertz Acquisition) board, enabling you to run the 
Frame Relay Builder (TMA), Version 1.0 application on your 
Chameleon 32. The major purpose of this release is to enable 
Chameleon 32s equipped with System Software Software 4.3.1 and 
later releases to support High-speed (2-MHz) Frame Relay. This TMA 
capability is supported on the Chameleon 32 only. 

System Software Software Release levels are now changed. For the 
CH32, Version 4.5.1 is now Version 4.8; forthe CH20, Version 1 .5.1 is 
now Version 1 .8.

If your Chameleon is not equipped with a P5, Rev. K33 board, you can 
still run high-speed Frame Relay [Frame Relay (TMA)], but not all 
functions will be available to you (e.g., Simultaneous Simulation and 
Monitoring).
